Russia Orbits 
Small Zoo in 


Space Ship 


2 Dogs Reported 
Aboard New 5-Ton 
Soviet Satellite 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet Un- 
ion announced the launching of a 
new space ship into orbit carrying 
two dogs and other animals whose 
life above the clouds will be re­ 
ported back by television. 
Moscow radio said the five-ton 
space ship is in orbit at an alti­ 
tude 
of 
320 
kiometers—198.8 
miles. 
The dogs 
aboard 
are named 
Strelka and Belka, meaning point 
cr or arrow and squirrel. 
The other animals were not im­ 
mediately identified, but Moscow 
radio said these two dogs have 
flown before, accompanied by a 
big gray rabbit. 
The broadcast said the purpose 
of the ship is to test how living 
creatures could exist in space— 
and 
also 
how 
they 
might 
be 
brought back to earth. 
The 
broadcast 
did 
not 
state 
whether it was planned to bring 
these particular animals back to 
earth. The space ship they are 
in was described as large enough 
for a man. 
Radio 
equipment 
will 
report 
back the condition of the animals 
and the functioning of the ap­ 
paratus aboard and said Moscow 
radio, television reports of their 
activities also will be sent back. 
Correspondents 
covering 
the 
trial of U2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers specuated the dogs were 
orbited at this particular time to 
demonstrate that the Soviet Un­ 
ion could not only shoot down high 
flying American planes but could 
launch high flying dogs in the in­ 
terest of science. 
“ The 
main 
purpose 
of 
the 
launching is the further develop­ 
ment of a system to support man’s 
life in space, security of his flight 
and return to earth,” said the 
Sovet news agency Tass in an an 
nouncement of the launching. 
The earth’s first artificial satel­ 
lite with a living thing aboard— 
the dog Laika—was fired into or­ 
bit by the U.S.S.R. in November 
1957. 
No attempt was made to bring 
Laika back through the atmos­ 
phere to a landing on the earth’s 
surface. The dog whirled around 
the globe from Nov. 3 until Nov. 
IO, then died. 


Kennedy Minimum Pay Bill

U.N. Arms Talks 


Adjourn Fruitless 


UNITED NATIONS, NY. (AP) 
— The U.N. Disarmament Com­ 
mission adjourned Thursday with­ 
out producing a plan for the Unit­ 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
to resume disarmament talks. It 
adopted a mildly worded appeal 
for big power negotiations to re­ 
sume quickly. 
But this 
seemed 
unlikely, 
at 
least until late this year. 
After three days of debate, the 
82 nation commission approved a 
measure calling for "the earliest 
possible continuation of in to n a ­ 
tional negotiations.” 
The resolution also urged the 
General Assembly to give “earn­ 
est consideration” to the protein 
of worldwide disarmament. The 
Assembly meets Sept. 20 and has 
the same membership as the com­ 
mission.

Midair Catch 


Slated Today

The transports-— 
trailing trapeze like rigs — tried 
and failed to snag the capsule of 
Discoverer XIII. 
They lost it, like baseball out 
fielders w’ith the sun in their eyes, 
because they couldn’t get a radio 
fix on the capsule s beeping ti ans 
mitters. 
As before, the capsule will pop 
loose from the orbiting rocket on 
its 17th pass across the North 
Pole. Forward firing rockets will 
slow the falling capsule and then, 
once in the atmosphere, a para 
chute Is to lower it toward the 
target area in Hawaiian waters 
There are only instruments in 
the capsule — nothing alive. Air

Sounds you cannot hear are being used 
in m any different ways to improve the lot 
of man and expectations are that they will 
do tomorrow what today must still be done 
manually. The air is filled with both ultra­ 
sonic and subsonic noises, but you don t 
hear them because they are above and be­ 
low the human audio range. 
But these sounds have been harnessed by 
military forces to detect unseen objects in 
water or high in the air, to direct torpe­ 
does and other missiles toward their tai- 
gets and to otherwise "sight 
objects not 
perceptive to the human eye Medical sci­ 
ence has been using ultrasonic treatments 
for certain bone and muscular aiimenis 
and is showing a greater interest in this 
type of therapy. 
Millions of people, however, who have 
never come into contact with torpedoes 
and who enjoy good health have only a 
faint idea of the world of unheard noises. 
Even they may have used ultrasonics bv 
calling a pet with a whistle they cannot 
hear. This is the world of tomorrow' in iis 
simplest form. 
Scientists have already assured them­ 
selves that it is only a matter of time un­ 
til housewives will d * the family wash in 


a tub filled with chemicals and activated 


by ultrasonic noises. The dirt will fall off 
garments under a bombardment of Bound 
impulses. From one spot in his home, the 
man of the coming decades m ay be able to 
flick the buttons on an ultrasonic tuner 
and open doors, close windows, sprinkle 
his lawn, shut the garage door and direct 
a hundred and 
one o t h e r mechanical 
chpres — all without wires. 
These feats are not far removed 
from 
the presently available door opening appa­ 
ratus activated by an' automobile horn. 
The house of tomorrow will be the noisiest 
place on earth, perhaps even too much for 
the more sensitive ears of animals. But to 
the family which livrfs there, it will be the 
quietest spot in town. It m ay even be that 
the absence of audible noises will make it 
necessary to complement noiseless noises 
with something to bl eak up the monotony 
of human silence.

Huge Traffic Tie-up Seen 


There are TO million 
automobiles 
on 
American highways today. By 1975 — a 
short 15 veals frorr now — it is estimated 
there will be 105 million, an increase of 50 
per cent. 
The word to those who think it's ha i d to 
lf et through traffic today is, wait a few 
years. 
Unless community and highway 
planners are wise enough to plan for the 
expected increase. 
John Slayton, field representative of the 
American Municipal Assciation, recently 
addressed a group of municipal officials 
and businessmen in Kansas City, Kans. Af­ 
er citing the expected increase in motor 
vehicles, he said: 
“Transportation is the key to municipal 
furvival. lf a motorist cannot get to a 
downtown district easily, park easily and 
get back home easily, he simply will not go 


down town. Why should he when he can go 
to a shopping center and accomplish 
the 
sam e mission in 15 minutes? 
This is the question few communities 
have answered adequately. The result is 
the tremendous growth of automobile traf­ 
fic to suburban centers -traffic that with 
a high speed rapid transit system , or with 
convenient free parking facilities for cars, 
would go to the center of the city. 
There is no easy way out of the m a s ­ 
sive mess that most communities are de­ 
veloping in traffic. Freeways help but ex ­ 
perience shows that they generate as much 
traffic as they remove. 
But unless some hard work is done on 
this matter in the next few years, one day 
the nation’s motorists are going to tie them 
selves irfto a huge, impossible traffic knot, 
the like of which has not been seen before.

Income Tax Hurts Character 


In these days of high taxes and 
controlled life, not only in this co­ 
untry but universally, wealth takes 
on altogether a different meaning 
than it did when men worked for 
possessions and could keep what 
they earned. 


Andrew 
Carnegie 
was 
at one 
tim e the richest m an in America. 
H e started life 
quite 
poor, 
with 
few opportunities but 
with 
great 
ambitions. When he was 33 years 
old, he was earning $30,000 a year 
which was 
a 
great 
amount 
of 
money in those days. 


When he realized how very well 
he was doing, he wrote a m em or­ 
andum on the subject which is in­ 
cluded in an article by Robert L. 
H eilbroner 
in 
“ American Herit­ 
ag e.” The last p aragrap h of that 
docum ent reads as follows: 


“ Man must have an idol — the 
am assing of wealth is one of the 
w orst species of idolatry — no idol 
m o re debasing than the worship of 
money. W hatever I engage 
in 
I 
m u st push inordinately; therefore 
should I be careful to choose that 
life which will be the most elevat­ 
ing in its character. To continue 
m uch longer overwhelmed by busi­ 
ness cares and with most of my 
thoughts wholly upon the way to 
m ak e more money in the shortest 
tim e, must 
degrade 
me 
beyond 
hop* of perm anent recovery. I will 
resign business at 35 .” 


Carnegie did not resign business 
at 35. He went on working hard, 
am assing great sum s but he gave 
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much of ii away, He once wrote: 
“ The man who dies thus rich dies 
disgraced.” It was not so much 
that Carnegie suffered 
from 
the 
guilt of earning so much money, 
but rather that he could think of 
better things to do. He loved to read 
and would have given all his m il­ 
lions away could he have been a 
scholar. 


The day is not far distant when 
no private person 
in 
the 
United 
States will be able to possess or 
to earn such 
w ealth 
as 
Andrew' 
Carnegie am assed. So far as the 
individual is concerned, that can 
mean little m ore than that egoists 
will have to find other devices for 
projecting them selves to their ad­ 
mirers. 


After 
all, 
how many millions 
does anyone actually need to pos­ 
sess and those who chase after the 
dollar, burrowing in the mud of 
mere possessions, never find solace 
or contentment in the r e p o r t s 
from their accountants. It is sad 
to realize that little more 
is 
left 
than heirs waiting for their inher­ 
itances and law yers waiting to do 
their best for them selves. 


However, our great institutions 
of learning which now still thrive 
on private contributions will suffer. 
The income tax is being collected 
so brutally, under the law, that p ri­ 
vate funds will dry up before long, 
except among those who thrive on 
speculation and on marginal econ­ 
omic activities. 


In fact, much American money, 
held in Switzerland and such places, 
m ay be 
used 
for 
c h a r i t i e s 
abroad but none of it can come 
back to this country, without the 
tax fraud being disclosed. 


Some of the older foundations are 
running out of funds. Many 
new 
ones are 
tax 
evasion 
operations 
and will sooner or later be investi­ 
gated and some may be declared 
impermissible. 
There are those who w'ould say 
that all education should come out 
of taxes. This would mean that e d ­ 
ucation 
w-ould 
lack 
Individuality 
and 
character; 
it would 
ev ery­ 
where follow the fashions of tne 
moment.

For instance, if a state adminis- 
tratioh decided to cut the e d u c at­ 
ional budge, teaching could be by 
the cheaper m edium of television. 
Crowd a couple of hundred kids in 
a room; throw the lessons onto a 
screen; let the janitors or perhaps 
a policeman maintain order;

the children will cram into their 
heads whatevr the television told 
them. 
There is no character, no culture, 
no learning in that. There is no

The 
inhuman income tax is corrupting 
the morals of our nation and un­ 
questionably the greatest of ail mo­ 
ral expressions is charity. A tax 
is not a gift; it is an enforced de­ 
privation; a gift is from the \e ry 
soul of a man.

Some years ago. when you were 
a little tot, doctors whipped out the 1 
tonsils and adenoids of any child 
who complained of frequent colds, 
j 
We knew then and we know now 
that persons with diseased tonsils 
arid adenoids have a tendency lo 
develop frequent colds. Some doc­ 
tors rem oved tonsils and adenoids 
as a “ precautionary m easu re ” even 
though t h e y 
did 
not appear dis­ 
eased. 
' 
Tnen somebody realized that the 
purpose of tonsils was to 
prevent 
disease. 
F urther 
exam ination 
indicated 
that in most instances tonsils have 
at least som e value as protective 
devices until the child reaches the 
age of six or so. After that, they 
don’t do much good. 
So doctors 
stopped 
removing 
tonsils indiscriminately. They also 
halted the widespread rem oval of 
adenoids although, to this day, we 
ca n ’t tell you the purpose of aden­ 
oids. 
Much of the 
public 
apparently 
has the impression that few tonsil­ 
lectomies are being perform ed. I 
guess this is true if you com pare 
their num ber with the wholesale 
operations of the 20s and early 30s. 
However, 
inflamed tonsils and­ 
or 
adenoids 
often 
cause 
e a r 
troubles, 
lf 
adenoids 
are 
over­ 
grown, even though they are not 
inflamed, they should probably be 
removed. 
A child 
with 
enlarged adenoids 
often breathes through his mouth. 
That might be the first tip off that 
you should have him checked by a 
physician. 


The tonsils, as I said, are meant 
to catch 
infections. 
Sometim es 
they do their job too well. They be­ 
come inflamed and spread the in­ 
fection to the middle ear. W h e n 
they 
start 
causing 
trouble, 
they 
have to come out.
